Building Shows a Decrease Over 

Preceding Year, Report Shows 



During the past year building 
permits to the number of 105 were 
issued by the building inspector, 
r,eorge B. Suplee, under the direc- 
tion of the Building Committee. 
The two major operations were the 
Narberth Theater, opened to the 
public last November, and the Baird 
Apartments on Essex avenue, which 
are nearing completion. 

The theater, one of the finest pic- 
ture houses on the Main Line, rep- 
resents an outlay of $75,000 for the 
building alone. The equipment, in- 
cluding the $25,000 Wurlitzer or- 
gan, and the lot, bring the total cost 
of the operation to over $200,000. 

The Baird Apartment is a thor- 
oughly modern building embracing 
all the ultra features from Frigid- 
aire to tile baths with showers. It 
is a valuable addition to the hous- 
ing facilities of the community. 



The borough profited to the ex- 
tent of $592 on the permits issued, 
while the total cost of all building 
operations during the year was 
$247,650. Seven hundred and 
ninety-seven inspections were made. 
The "permits were divided as fol- 
lows: new houses. 14; alterations, 
24; garages, 31; new roofs, iS; 
sheds, 6: additions. 3; porches. 2; 
theater, 1 ; marquisel, 1 ; sump. 1 : 
grandstand. 1 ; store. 1 ; passage- 
way, 1 ; demolishing, 1 ; making the 
total of 105. 

A comparison of these figures 
with those taken from last year's 
report shows a gain of live in the 
number of permits issued, but a de- 
crease of $70,459 in th f A tolal cost 
of building operations. There were 
also 23 fewer inspections this year 
than last.

NO SORE SPOTS HERE 

Seldom has the Women's Com- 
munity Club had a more construc- 
tive, enlightening and thoroughly 
enjovable program than that of 
Tuesday. Howard Strong, a di- 
rector of the Tri-State Regional 
Planning Federation and a resi- 
dent of* Narberth, spoke on Re- 
gional Planning with special ret- 
erence to Narberth. _ 

"The population of Philadel- 
phia/' Mr. Strong said, "is spread- 
ing out and inundating the sub- 
urbs and incidentally the popula- 
tion of the suburbs is growing 
twice as last as that of the city 
itself The industries also are 
moving out of the city ; a process 
of de-centralization is taking 
place and stores follow in the 
wake of industry. 

"All this," he added, "creates a 
oreat problem for the outlying 
communities. They must prepare 
to meet this increased demand 
u:on them. Playground space 
mu-t be provided for as the health 
of the children cannot be neglect- 
ed in this respect. Parks are an- 
other essential. Too often a 
community finds itself built up so 
solidlv there is no space left for 
a park when it comes to look for 
one. Streets constitute another 
problem since they must be built 
wide enough to allow for greatly 
increased use and for parking pur- 
poses. The sewage and water 
situation is particularly pressing. 
The sewage is often dumped into 
streams which form water sup- 
plies, thereby endangering the 
health of the community. Zoning 
ordinances must also be in effect 
if the suburbs are to prevent the 
tHiiI-location of industry. 'I he 
various activities must be con- 
fined to the proper districts. 

"Now many of these problems, 
the speaker "went on. "such as 
water and sewage disposal are co- 
operative problems. They can-

COLD DIDN'T LAST 

Warm weather over the week- 
end atoned for last week's record- 
breaking low temperatures, and 
the thermometer rose from 10 de- 
crees, its low mark for last 
Wednesday, to 59 degrees on Sat- 
urday, just to prove its good in- 
tentions. 

Last Thursday, according to 
Main Line Weather Man Charles 
J. A. Decker, there was a defi- 
cieny in temperature since the 
first" of the month of 44 degrees. 
But this was wiped out during the 
mild spell that prevailed since 
then, resulting in an excess of 9 
degrees, as compared with a defi- 
ciency for the same period last 
year of 2T degrees. 

Precipitation of only .05 of an 
inch was recorded for the week, 
and for the month, ending Tues- 
day night, .26 of an inch. Baro- 
metric variation was from '30.45 
high to 29.78 low.

"In looking at our own com- 
munity and analyzing it we find 
it ill deserves the reputation it has 
in some peoples' minds. Narberth 
has shown a very commendable 
vision and a considerable under- 
standing of its problems in the 
provisions made for its growth. 
It was one of the first towns to 
have a zoning law and a building 
code.

"livery parent has a right to 
measure the results of school train- 
ing on seven points, which have 
been adopted by the National Edu- 
cation Association as the most im- 
portant aims of child training/' said 
Mrs. A. H. Reeves, National and 
International President of the Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, at 
the monthly meeting of the Nar- 
berth Mothers' Council, at the 
school building on last Monday eve- 
ning. 

These seven points are sound 
health, worthy home membership, 
vocational effectiveness, possession 
of the tools, technique and spirit of 
learning, wise use of leisure, useful 
citizenship and ethical character. 
Since these are the same objectives 
which the parent seeks through 
home training, it is obvious, said 
Mrs. Reeves, that there must be the 
closest possible co-operation be- 
tween teacher and parent. 

The child gets its ideals and 
standards of conduct from its life 
in home, school and community, and 
the best results in child training can 
only be achieved if the standards of 
all three are the same. This is the 
primary purpose of the Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, which has 
been working on home and school 
problems for $3 years. The inter- 
est in the movement is shown by 
the increase in membership from 
about 200,000 to about 1,250,000 in 
the last seven years. Forty-seven 
States and 14 foreign countries are 
now organized for this work. 

Recently the organization has been 
emphasizing the need of parental] 
education. Just as the ideal teacher 
is expected to understand children 
and to be able, through careful 
study, to bring out the best in each 
child, so parents must realize that 
the same kind of study is necessary 
for efficient parenthood. This is 
particularly important because it 
is now recognized that during the 
first f\\e or six years of the child's 
life his general habits and disposi- 
tion are largely determined. In con- 
nection with this point Mrs. Reeve 
stressed the need for the employ- 
ment of our very best teachers in 
the lower grades and the payment 
of salaries which will adequately 
compensate well-trained teachers.

More than 81 was lopped off 
the tax bill of the average Nar- 
berth householder by Council 
Monday night when the budget 
and tax bill for 1!>28 were passed 
and signed by the Burgess. The 
reduction amounts t ._ to i mills, 
making the rate ^0 mills. 

This big cut was foreseen last 
month when the bills were given 
first reading, but it was not 
known whether or not the reduc- 
tion would exceed 2 mills. Two 
factors contribute largely to the 
decrease— the excellent condition 
of the Borough finances and 
smaller expenses planned by the 
Highway Department. 

The budget calls for expendi- 
tures of $S2,I40 as compared with 
$87,7 1 provided in last year's 
budget. The estimated assess- 
ment this year is $4,500,000, 
which is deemed ample to pro- 
vide the necessary revenue at the 
20-mill rate. 

In addition to lowering the 
taxes, Council heard reports of a 
pleasing financial condition in 
borough affairs. At the January 
meeting last year the floating debt 
(temporary bank loans) was $3L- 
000. Monday night the figure 
stood at $1)000, showing that 
three-fourths of the burden had 
been lifted. During the year the 
bonded indebtedness dropped 
over $5000 to $150,500. 

The Highway Committee, 
which spent $42,000 last year in 
ash collection, street cleaning and 
street repairs, asks only $28,000 
for this year. This cut in itself 
virtually covers the tax reduction. 
All the streets were resurfaced 
last year and other work of an 
expensive nature was done. 

The reorganization of the bor- 
ough government for the year 
was Completed at the meeting. 
Messrs. Haws, Fretz and Bates, 
who took office last week, were 
sworn in by Burgess Henry A. 
Frye, who was absent at the first 
meeting. Mr. Frye also adminis- 
tered the oath of office to Presi- 
dent Leitch and to Real Estate 
Assessor Oris wold. 

Mr. Leitch announced his com- 
mittees, giving the important 
finance post which he had held 
subsequent to his election, to 
Clarence Kaeber. The complete 
list is as follows :

Politeness in Order. 
To the Editor of OUR TOWN: 

Correspondents who discussed the 
"Tat? Roundup" in the issue of "OUR 
TOWN" dated January 7 seem to 
nave missed what to some of the 
Lower Merion residents is the most 
serious slap at the good name of our 
community. What about the $13.50 
fine which your newspaper states was 
assessed against 42 motorists? 

I do not know who was responsible 
for the fines. But I do consider the 
fine of $13.50 out of all proportion to 
the seriousness of the offense — in 
short, an outrage. 

Captain Smith says the authorities 
broadcast the fact that 1027 tags would 
not be acceptable to the police after 
midnight of the old year. Under the 
circumstances, and in view of the 15 
days in advance allowed for the change, 
1 do not find fault \v:th the police for 
stopping motorists with old tags and 
POLITELY inquiring why the '27 
tags were in use. 

If the excuse of a motorist was not 
proper, or if he became abusive, it 
piinriif | >c within bounds to PO- 
LITELY escort him to the station 
house and stand him before the 'Squire. 
But in any event — unless the motorist 
beenme violently abusive — the limit of 
punishment should have been a lec- 
ture by 'Squire Arthur. 

Perhaps the police insisted upon 
fines. I understand they did last year 
when drivers were arrested, put to 
serious inconvenience in some cases 
and then compelled to pay a fine be- 
cause they committed the horrible 
crime of forgetting to carry their driv- 
er's or owner's license. 

I have not been caught .by the 
Lower Merion police, and I have not 
appeared before any Justice of the 
Peace, so I have no reason to be in- 
dignant for real or fancied personal 
wrongs. But I am a citizen and tax- 
payer of Lower Merion township and, 
as such, do not like to have the fair 
name of our community injured by 
over-zcalousncss (and that is putting 
it mildly) on the part of the police 
force ond the minor judiciary. I 
travel through the State and hear what 
v sitnrs think of us. 

Policemen and 'Squires should be 
our friends and neighbors, ready to 
overlook our unintentional minor "mis- 
takes as we overlook theirs. A slight 
mistake, such as the use of 1927 tags 
on the first day of 1028, deserves mild 
r-Misuye from vested authority. And 
the right sort of citizen will do his 
bust to see that it doesn't happen 
airun. 

But when there are arrests and 
$13.50 fines— well, it makes a man look 
for an oonorhmity to "cut corners —

Four thousand students are now en- 
rolled in the township system, Mr. 
Downs said. The scholastic average 
this year is very high; only. 16 of the 
242 pupils in the eighth grade were 
below the passing average at the end 
of the first quarter. 

The freshman year, he said, is the 
grade in which the greatest losses ol 
enrollment occur. The present eleventh 
grade, he explained, shows a loss of 
only 27 students during three years. 

The guests were taken on a tour of 
inspection through the entire plant, one 
of the most modern in the country. 
They were shown classes in session, 
both recitation classes and those in 
mechanical trades, orinting, electricity 
and other practical subjects.

Seed catalogs 1 
Gardening articles in the magazines I 
Spring is in the offing and the time 
to prepare for it is right now. 

Our roses were planted in Novem- 
ber, our hardy bulbs for spring bloom 
were planted in October and Novem- 
ber, our new perennial plants were set 
in September and seeds of perennial 
plants were sown in September so that 
there is little to do at this time but go 
t hou gh the seedman's catalouge and 
gci ready to order seeds of annuals 
tor summer bloom and to select 
varieties of tender bulbs and tubers 
such as gladioli and dahlias for May 
planting. 

Later in the month the column will 
discuss varieties of annuals, in time 
to get our order in and take advantage. 
of any discount for early orders. 

While the great majority of shrubs 
are better moved in the fall there is 
one class of plants among the ever 
green shrubs that is better moved in 
the spring — the rhododendrons, laurel 
and azaleas. Here are plants that not 
only bloom but are evergreen, there is 
always a place for them because they 
are better in partial shade, they require 
nothing special in the way of care, ex- 
cept to he planted in acid soil which 
can easily be accomplished by the use 
of peat moss, leaf mold or commercial 
humus, and an ordinary amount of 
water. 

If you are making a garden, in any 
sense permanent, invest in these 
flowering evergreens. Plant them in 
the spring, April or May, they will 
bloom the first season and ever after.

Building Shows a Decrease Over 

Preceding Year, Report Shows 



During the past year building 
permits to the number of 105 were 
issued by the building inspector, 
George B. Suplee, under the direc- 
tion of the Building Committee. 
The two major operations were the 
Narberth Theater, opened to the 
public last November, and the Baird 
Apartments on Essex avenue, which 
are Hearing completion. 

The theater, one of the finest pic- 
ture houses on the Main Line, rep- 
resents an outlay of $75»°°° for l . ne 
building alone. The equipment, in- 
cluding the $25,000 Wurlitzer or- 
gan, and the lot, bring the total cost 
of the operation to over $200,000. 

The Baird Apartment is a thor- 
oughly modern building embracing 
all the ultra features from Frigid- 
aire to tile baths with showers. It 
is a valuable addition to the hous- 
ing facilities of the community. 



The borough profited to the ex- 
tent of $592 on the permits issued, 
while the total cost of all building 
operations during the year was 
$247,650. Seven hundred and 
ninety-seven inspections were made. 
The permits were divided as fol- 
lows : new bouses, 14: alterations, 
24 ; garages, 3 1 ; new roofs. 1 S ; 
sheds, 6; additions, 3; porches. 2; 
theater, 1 ; marquisel, 1 ; sump, 1 ; 
grandstand. 1 ; store. 1 ; passage- 
way, 1 ; demolishing, 1 ; making the 
total of 105. 

A comparison of these figures 
with those taken from last year's 
report shows a gain of rive in the 
number of permits issued, but a de- 
crease of $70,459 in the total cost 
of building operations. There were 
also 23 fewer inspections this year 
than last.

They must prepare 
to meet this increased demand 
u- on them. Playground space 
must be provided for as the health 
of the children cannot be neglect- 
ed in this respect. Parks are an- 
other essential. Too often a 
community finds itself built up so 
solidlv there is no space left for 
a park when it comes to look for 
one. Streets constitute another 
problem since they must be built 
wide enough to allow for greatly 
increased use and for parking pur- 
poses. The sewage and water 
situation is particularly pressing. 
The sewage is often dumped into 
streams which form water sup- 
plies, thereby endangering the 
health of the community. Zoning 
ordinances must also be in effect 
if the suburbs are to prevent the 
n.al-location of industry. The 
various activities must be con- 
fined to the proper districts. 

"Now many of these problems, 
the speaker 'went on, "such as 
water and sewage disposal are co- 
operative problems. They can-

tion. Two or three communities 
can combine and operate a sew- 
age disposal plant where one 
alone could do nothing. The 
same holds true of highways. The 
traffic which chokes Ardmore 
runs to or from Philadelphia, it is 
not merely a local problem.

•'ft very parent has a right to 
measure the results of school train- 
ing on seven points, which have 
been adopted by the National lulu- 
cation Association as the most im- 
portant aims of child training," said 
Mrs. A. H. Reeves, National and 
International President of the Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, at 
the monthly meeting of the Nar- 
berth Mothers' Council at the 
school building on last Monday eve- 
ning. 

These seven points are sound 
health, worthy home membership, 
vocational effectiveness, possession 
of the tools, technique and spirit of 
learning, wise use of leisure, useful 
citizenship and ethical character. 
Since these are the same objectives 
which the parent seeks through 
home training, it is obvious, said 
Mrs. Reeves, that there must be the 
closest possible co-operation be- 
tween teacher and parent. 

The child gets its ideals and 
standards of conduct from its life 
in home, school and community, and 
the best results in child training can 
only be achieved if the standards of 
all three are the same. This is the 
primary purpose of the Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, which has 
been working on home and school 
problems for 33 years. The inter- 
est in the movement is shown by 
the increase in membership from 
about 200,000 to about 1,250,000 in 
the last seven years. Forty-seven 
States and 14 foreign countries are 
now organized for this work.

More than $10 was lopped off 
the tax bill of the average Nar- 
berth householder by Council 
Monday night when the budget 
and tax bill for 1!)28. were passed 
and signed by the Burgess. The 
reduction amounts _, to 4 mills, 
making the rate ^0 mills. 

This big cut was foreseen last 
month when the bills were given 
first reading, but it was not 
known whether or not the reduc- 
tion would exceed 2 mills. Two 
factors contribute largely to the 
decrease — the excellent condition 
of the Borough finances and 
smaller expenses planned by the 
Highway Department. 

The budget calls for expendi- 
tures of $S2,;40 as compared with 
$87,7 U) provided in last year's 
budget. The estimated assess- 
ment this year is $-±,0 00, 000, 
which is deemed ample to pro- 
vide the necessary revenue at the 
20-mill rate. 

In addition to lowering the 
taxes, Council beard reports of a 
pleasing financial condition in 
borough affairs. At the January 
meeting last year the floating debt 
(temporary bank loans) was $;^,- 
000. Monday night the figure 
stood at $1)000, " showing that 
three-fourths of the burden had 
been lifted. During the year the 
bonded indebtedness dropped 
over $5000 to $150,500. 

The Highway Committee, 
which spent $42,000 last year in 
ash collection, street cleaning and 
street repairs, asks only $28,000 
for this year. This cut in itself 
virtually covers the tax reduction. 
All the streets were resurfaced 
last year and other work of an 
expensive nature was done. 

The reorganization of the bor- 
ough government for the year 
was Completed at the meeting. 
Messrs. Haws, Fretz and Bates, 
who took office last week, were 
sworn in by Burgess Henry A. 
Frye, who was absent at the first 
meeting. Mr. Frye also adminis- 
tered the oath of office to Presi- 
dent Leitch and to Real Estate 
Assessor Griswold. 

Mr. Leitch announced his com- 
mittees, giving the important 
finance post which he had held 
subsequent to his election, to 
Clarence Kaeber. The complete 
list is as follows :

Politeness in Order. 
To the Editor of OUR TOWN: 

Correspondents who discussed the 
M Tatj Roundup" in the issue of "OUR 
TOWN" dated January 7 seem to 
have missed what to some of the 
Lower Merion residents is the most 
serious slap at the good name of our 
community. What about the $13.50 
fine which your newspaper states was 
assessed against 42 motorists? 

I do not know who was responsible 
for the fines. But I do consider the 
fine of $13.50 out of all proportion to 
the seriousness of the offense — in 
short, an outrage. 

Captain Smith says the authorities 
broadcast the fact that 1927 tags would 
not be acceptable to the police after 
midnight of the old year. Under the 
circumstances, and in view of the 15 
days in advance allowed for the change, 
T do not find fault with the police for 
stopping motorists with old tags and 
POLITELY inquiring why the '27 
tags were in use. 

If the excuse of a motorist was not 
proper, or if he became abusive, it 
minrTit b e within bounds to PO- 
LITELY escort him to the station 
house and stand him before the 'Squire. 
But in any event — unless the motorist 
became violently abusive — the limit of 
punishment should have been a lec- 
ture by 'Squire Arthur. 

Perhaps the police insisted upon 
fines. I understand they did last year 
when drivers were arrested, put to 
serious inconvenience in some cases 
and then compelled to pay a fine be- 
cause they committed the horrible 
crime of forgetting to carry their driv- 
er's or owner's license. 

I have not been caught -by the 
Lower Merion police, and I have not 
appeared before any Justice of the 
Peace, so I have no reason to be in- 
dignant for real or fancied personal 
wrongs. But I am a citizen and tax- 
payer of Lower Merion township and, 
as such, do not like to have the fair 
name of our community injured by 
over-zealousncss (and that is putting 
it mildly) on the part of the police 
force and the minor judiciary. I 
travel through the State and hear what 
visitors think of us. 

Policemen and 'Squires should be 
our friends and neighbors, ready to 
overlook our unintentional minor mis- 
takes as we overlook theirs. A slight 
mistake, such as the use of 1927 tags 
on the first day of 1928, deserves mild 
r'Misnye from vested authority.

Four thousand students are now en- 
rolled in the township system, Mr. 
Downs said. The scholastic average 
this year is very high; only 16 of the 
:M2 pupils in the eighth grade were 
below the passing average at the end 
of the first quarter. 

The freshman year, he said, is the 
grade in which the greatest losses ot 
enrollment occur. The present eleventh 
grade, he explained, shows a loss of 
only 27 students during three years.

• Our roses were planted in Novem- 
ber, our hardy bulbs for spring bloom 
were planted in October and Novem- 
ber, our new perennial plants were set 
in September and seeds of perennial 
plants were sown in September so that 
there is little to do at this time but go 
t jyot igh the seedman's catalouge and 
gci ready to order seeds of annuals 
tor summer bloom and to select 
varieties of tender bulbs and tubers 
such as gladioli and dahlias for May 
planting. 

Later in the mouth the column will 
discuss varieties of annuals, in time 
to get our order in and take advantage. 
of any discount for early orders. 

While the great majority of shrubs 
are better moved in the fall there is 
one class of plants among the ever- 
green shrubs that is better moved in 
the spring — the rhododendrons, laurel 
and azaleas. Here are plants that not 
only bloom but are evergreen, there is 
always a place for them because they 
are better in partial shade, they require 
nothing special in the way of care, ex- 
cept to be planted in acid soil which 
can easily be accomplished by the use 
of peat moss, leaf mold or commercial 
humus, and an ordinary amount of 
water. 

If you are making a garden, in any 
sense permanent, invest in these 
flowering evergreens. Plant them in 
the spring, April or May, they will 
bloom the first season and ever after.
